On motion of Mrs. Gordon, seconded by Mr. Congdon, it 
was voted that the Chairman appoint a committee to look into 
photostat machines and the set-up of the office of the Registry 
of Deeds and report next year. Mr. Thomas suggested getting 
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information on the incomes of other county registry offices. 

In connection with the item for the salaries of the County 
Commissioners, Mr. McCullough spoke of the Senate Bill No. 
72 and Mr. Smith read a letter from the Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee saying that his Committee did not 
have sufficient information to act on this bill. Mr. Pierce ex- 
plained that the Commissioners have had no raise since 1947, 
that they cover the office every day and have met every two 
weeks at the County Farm because of the work on construction. 
We said the bill was put into the Senate because of lateness. Mr. 
McCullough said it would go through the Senate to the House 
and be referred to the County Delegation. 

As an amendment to the Extension Service item in the 
budget, Mr. Kershaw presented the following resolution re- 
garding the separation of the Extension Service from the 
Farm Bureau, which with the budget item was seconded and 
passed : 

Be it resolved that whereas Secretary Benson of 

the U. S. Department of Agriculture issued memoran- 

dum No. 1868 November 24, 1954 directing the Exten- 

sion work be separated from the Farm Bureau, 

Grange, Farmers Union or any other farm organiza-- 

tion which has as an important purpose the influenc- 

ing of legislature. 

And whereas this state and county being one of 

the few that has not complied with memorandum 

No. 1368. 

Now therefore be it resolved that we, the Cheshire 

County Delegation, duly convened with quorum pres- 

ent on this 23rd day of March 1957 at Westmoreland, 

New Hampshire, that an executive committee of five 

members none of which shall hold the office of presi- 

dent, vice-president, secretary or treasurer of any 
farm organization as defined in paragraph two of 

Memorandum No. 1368, be set up as a legal entity to 

administer the Extension Service funds in Cheshire 

County. And this committee shall be responsible to the 

Cheshire County Delegation for all monies appropri- 

ated for Extension work, and this committee shall be 

selected as follows: 


One member to represent dairy men of Cheshire 
County: 

One member to represent poultry men of Cheshire 
County. 

One member from the 4-H Club Council. 
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One member from the Home Demonstration 
Council. 

One member from the Cheshire County Delega- 
tion. 
This committee shall bring in the budget annually. 
This committee is to be approved by the University of 
New Hampshire. It shall be permissible for this com- 
mittee to have sub-committees or commodity commit- 
tees to help carry out this work in this county. Be it 
further resolved that the separation of the Farm 
Bureau and the Extension Service in Cheshire County 
be completed within six months from date as to office 
personnel, office rent, telephone, etc. Be it further re- 
solved that one copy of this resolution be transmitted 
to U. S. Secretary of Agriculture Benson, Washing- 
ton, D. C., one copy to the Trustees of the University 
of New Hampshire, and one copy to the office of L. A. 
Bevens, Director of Extension Service for the State 
of New Hampshire. 
On motion of Mr. Thomas, seconded by Mr. McCullough, 

it was voted to use the $7,475.00 interest on bonds to pay in- 
terest in the ensuing year. 


On motion of Mr. Thomas, seconded by Mr. McCullough, it 
was voted that the sum of approximately $19,000.00 set aside 
for County Farm buildings be retired from capital reserve to 
help pay the bond issue in the ensuing year. 


Mr. Thomas moved that the Chairman appoint a commit- 
tee of four with himself as Chairman to look into retiring sur- 
plus bonds. Motion seconded and carried. 

Mr. Terry moved that $110,000.00 be appropriated for the 
renovation of the County Farm buildings. Mr. McCullough 
said that bids on two buildings are $95,000.00, which is $10,- 
000.00 more than estimated because of requirements of the 
State Health Department, and as yet there are no figures on 
the third building. 

Mr. Terry changed his motion to read that the County 
Commissioners be authorized to spend not more than $150,- 
000.00 for the renovation of the County Farm buildings, and 
that this come from the special bond account. Motion seconded 
by Mr. McCullough and carried with Mrs. Tolman requesting 
to be recorded in opposition. 

Mrs. Gordon moved that the County Commissioners be 
asked to comply with the recommendations of the auditors. 
Mr. Terry said that this could not be a request but only a 
recommendation from the Convention. Mr. MeCullough sug- 
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gested adding ‘‘as far as practicable’. Mrs. Gordon changed 
her motion to be a recommendation to the County Commis- 
sioners to comply in as far as practicable with the reeommenda- 
tions of the auditors. Discussion followed on the difficulties of 
eomplying completely. Seconded and passed. 

Mr. William Yardley was nominated to the Committee of 
the Extension Service. 

Mr. Galloway moved that the Chairman reply to the 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee of the Senate that 
Senate Bill No. 72 should be reported as ‘‘ought to pass’’. 
Motion seconded and passed. | 

The Convention gave a rising vote of thanks to Mr. and 
Mrs. MeGirr for their hospitality, this vote to be so recorded in 
the minutes. , 

Meeting adjourned at 3 p.m.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 





To the citizens of Cheshire County : 


The renovation of the Infirmary and so-called women’s 
building at the County Home, has been completed and these 
buildings now are in excellent condition. The infirmary can 
be called the best in the State as far as County Homes are con- 
cerned, excepting Rockingham County which has a new build- 
ing. The contract for renovation of the County Farm build- 
ings was awarded to R. E. Bean Construction Company on 
recommendation of the Building Committee. The next large 
project will be remodelling the big kitchen and part of the 
main building. The majority of the kitchen equipment will 
have to be replaced. 

A much needed new ramp at the big barn has been con- 
structed and a new John Deere tractor was purchased this 
year. The shop, hen house and other out buildings except the 
big barn, have been painted which is a great improvement. 
Nearly all this work has been done by prisoners at a very ma- 
terial saving to the County. 

Our infirmary rate was increased from $4.00 to $5.00 per 
day, and inmates not hospitalized, now pay $2.50 per day in- 
stead of $2.00. 

No major repairs were necessary this year at the Court 
House. Mr. Charles Miller, the custodian, has done a very good 
job. 

There were many more people unemployed the last of the 
year and welfare costs increased a lot in December. The rate 
for board and care of children in foster homes was increased 
from $35.00 to $40.00 per month which is much less than the 
rate in institutions for children. 

The Radio Mutual Aid System has been a new project in 
which the County has shared the expense of installation and 
maintenance. The various towns are cooperating very well and 
already this system seems to be a valuable aid in time of fire 
or other disaster. | 

The Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. McGirr, are 
still making improvements at the County Home. Their very 
good work is much appreciated by all of us.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Cheshire County : 

We hereby submit our annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1957 for the Cheshire County Home and Infirm- 
ary. 
With the year 1957 drawn to a close it is rather difficult to 
explain just where the year has gone, but with the results of 
the year’s labor around us, it is much easier to see. It has been 
a busy but fruitful one, with the completion of the men’s build- 
ing as well as the infirmary, and I do believe from the remarks 
of the people who have visited us that the people of Cheshire 
County can be justly proud of the results. 

Our cement and steel ramp to the cow barn was com- 
pleted, and this time it is permanent. The apartment at the 
Blood Farm (so-called) proved to be a much greater job than 
was anticipated. Again we feel that it was a job well done. 
The remaining farm buildings except the cow barn were 
painted red with white trim improving the general appearance, 
while the cow barn was painted a clean white and gray in- 
side. 

The shop roof on the north side was reshingled as well as 
two new roofs to the porches on the main building. The north- 
west end of the cow barn was done at this time. 

We want to express our thanks for the new farm equip- 
ment which was sorely needed. By this addition our hay drying 
time was cut better than a day and a half, which means better 
ruffage for the cattle. The same applies to our harvesting and 
filling our silos. 

This coming year we must rebuild two bridges, this time 
using tile pile so as to make them more permanent. Also the 
spring that supplies the Blood Farm with water needs atten- 
tion. Far too much water leaches away and is wasted. 

Regarding the sawmill that we intended to move, this was 
not accomplished simply because we ran out of time. There- 
fore, it becomes a project for 1958. 

We had two rather serious washouts this past year, one in 
the lower field beyond the Blood Farm which required better 
than one hundred and twenty-five yards of fill. Under the 
guidance of soil conservation department it was repaired as 
well as the one on Partridge Brook. 

For the coming year the cottage across from the cow 
barn needs painting, also the Blood place, while the cow 
barn shall receive its second coat of paint. 

Our vegetable garden did not do as well as was expected, 
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though we were able to increase our freezing of some vege- 
tabls. 

Our cattle are showing a marked improvement with the 
ultimate goal of a registered herd of one breed. 

We wish to thank the clergy of all faiths and Dr. O’Connor 
for their splendid care both spiritual and physical, also to the 
many organizations for their thoughtfulness. It certainly made 
our holidays—days to remember. May we say again our most 
sincere thanks. We know that we speak for everyone here in 
saying it is so nice to be remembered rather than forgotten. 

To the personnel of the home we say thank you for your 
eooperation. Thank you, the Commissioners for your ¢co- 
operation. It has been a pleasure to work with you and the 
members of the Building Committee.
